Nixon may abandon fight to

WASHINGTON. — The Nixon ad- 
ministration apparently has decided 
to abandon the fight to modify the 
Jackson amendment to the trade 
bill in the House Ways and Means 
Committee, congressional sources 

said yesterdzy. 

‘One source close to the commit- 
tee’s closed-door drafting sessions, 
said that the Administration’s 16- 
test tactic appears to be to just 
leave out the most-favoured-nation 
section of the trade bil to which 


the Jackson amendment applies. 

This strategy could change in the 
backstage struggle over giving the 
President authority to grant MFN 
status to the Soviet Union and- 
other Communist countries. 

Support for the Jackson .amend- 
ment has been so firm that even 
one of the backers of compromise 
language reportedly is having 
second thoughts about this tactic. 
Administration forces could still of- 
fer a compromise on the floor if 
the House Rules Committee aliows 
such a procedure.

Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent 
Mark Mosevics, president of the 
Manufacturers Association, told re- 
presentatives of the Government and

Mr. Yohanan Drori, of the 
Department of Accoustics of 
Israel Aviation Industries, pointed 
out that “windows in Israel, 
unlike those in colder climates, 
could not be tightly closed since 
they were not built properly.” 
This allowed much noise to seep 
into any room facing a busy 
street, causing ‘the inhabitants 
to talk to each other in loud 
voices, or even shout. He be- 
lieved that it would not require 

8 great expense for persons liv- 
ing in these types of houses to 
seal their “windows, thus lower- 
ing the nofse level within the 
room considerably. 

The solution in such cases, 
another speaker noted, was not 
only to seal the windows, but 
also to install a “quiet” aircon- 
ditioning unit.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban met 
with the Zaire Ambassador Gen- 
eral N’Kulufa yesterday in the 
first of a series of talks he will 
hold with African envoys before 
flying to attend the U.N. ‘General 
Assembly in New York.

Mr. Moratt took hig 
Jeave from President Mobutu before 
ending his tour of duty. 


The warmth of General Mobutu's 
reception of Israel's envoy is taken 
in Jerusalem as signifying that re- 
cent Tumours of an imminent wor- 
sening of relations between Kin- 
shasa and Jerusalem were unfound- 
ed. These rumours circulated during 
end after the Non-aligned summit 
in Algiers this month. 

Israel maintains a youth-cadre 
training programme in Zaire and 
some agricultural assistance pro- 
grammes.

Foca Hirsch fine 
unchanged despite 
opposing appeals 


The Supreme Court Wednesday re. 
fected appeals by both the defence 
and the prosecution against a 
IL1,000 fine imposed on Foca Hirsch 
for refusing to give information to 
the police, 


At the same time, the court criti- 
cized the manner in which income 
tax investigators, accompanied by 
television crews, raided the office 
and residences of the 64-year-old 
Tel Aviv businessman and bon 
vivant in May last year. 


The tax men found Hirsch un- 
conscious. Later, he refused to an- 
swer investigators who questioned 
him about alleged foreign currency 
violations. He was convicted by the 
Tel Aviv District Court, which fined 
him the maximum 11,000. 


The prosecution appealed, asking 
that a suspended sentence be added 
to the fine. Hirsch appealed against 
his conviction, saying he was justi- 
fied iu refusing to reveal informa- 
tion which might incriminate him. 


The court ruled that the convic- 
tion would stand, since the law in- 
tends to prevent people from hiding 
crimes. However, it refused to in- 
crease his ‘penalty because of the 
irregular manner in which the in-
